RUE bravery manifelts itfelf chiefly in fieges, ‘The 

confufion, tlie hurry, the example of others, all con- 
tribute during a battle, to roufe, move and animate the 
molt timid, who, in an inftant become fuperior to them- 
felves ; but in the long continued fatigues of a fiege, 
where dangers are ter Sa growing out ofeach other, 
where, in the filence and folitude of darknefs we have to 
face death with coolnefs and unconcern, to reflect on its 
confequences and horrors with calmnels, and fet the real 
lofs of lifein competition with the uncertainty of our hopes 
and expectations in a flate of futurity, then it is that the 
courage of a warrior proves itfelf to {pring from an_un- 
bounded love of honour, and an invincible attachment to 
his duty. 

The French, in this fiege, feemed to become rivals to 
each other ; and each officer envied the lot of him who 
was fent upon attempts of the greateft danger; they hur- 
ried away, with a curiofity which I cannot but call rafhnefs 
and madnefs, to examine the works of the enemy, and ha- 
ften the progrefs of our own. Even the obfcure common 
foldier, whofe life and death is equally configned to oblivi- 
on, {trove to outdo his renowned officers in thefe daring 
enterprizes, and went up in defiance of the enemy to the 
very edges of their intrenchments. The miner, with the 
axe in his hand, advanced with a determined flep through 
a fhower of grape-fhot to cut down the: tree ai his leifure, 
which perhaps fhielded him from deftruction. ‘J he corps 
of artillery, fo diflinguifhed by the abilities and intrepztity 
of their officers, were no lefs fo by the activity, {pint and 
courage of their foldicry. General Wafhingron himfelf 
beheld the effects of this daring {piri* with aftomthment. A 
bomb or a bullet, fortunately pointed, excited in them the 
lively emotions of an eager huntiman, who is upon the 
point of feizing his prey. 

A gunner, at one of the embrafures, had his leg carried 
away by a bullet. I tried to confole the unhappy man 
in the firll moments of his anguifh, when he gave me for 
anfwer,—* I am lefs afflitted for the lofs of my leg, than 
for being fo unfortunate as not to have had time, before it 
happened, to difcharge the cannon I had pointed wich fo 
much care !”’——He foon after died of his wound, and never 
ceafed to complain, ull the lait, of the failure he had made 
in hring the piece. 

As long as we were working at the batteries of the fe- 
cond parallel, the fire of the enemy was inceflantly kepe 
up. The works, that were Ban | on with the greateft 
vigour, were not, however, extended as far as the affail- 
ants wifhed. They demanded, with vehement exclamati- 
ons, to be led on to attack the two detached redoubis, which 
incommoded them much, and the poffeilion of which, 
would enable them to enfilade a part of the works of the 
enemy : The eager valour of the Baron de Viomenil, 
was particularly impatient of reftraint in this enterprize, 
when, at length, on the 14th, he was ordered to attack one 
of them, having under him Count William de Deux 
Ponts, fecond Colonel of the regiment of Royal Deux 
Ponts, and M. le Chevalier de Lameth, Aide Marechal : 
The Marquis de la Fayette commanded the attack upon 
the other, and M. de Gimat was placed under his direc- 
tion—both redoubts were taken {word in hand ; but unfor- 
tuately Count William was wounded, and the Chevalier 
de Lameth mortally in both his knees. 

The following might four hundred of the befieged, pre- 
tending to be Amentcans, furprifed one of our bauertes, 
nailed up feven picces of cannon, killed fome foldiers, 
made a few prifoners, and wounded about thirty : a lad of 
fifteen years old, fervant to an ofacer, who was fleeping 
juft by, was flabbed with a bayonet in thirteen or fourteen 
different parts of hisbody. ‘The regiment of Soiffonnais, 
which was pofled a {mall diftance off, knew nothing of this 
affair ull it was over, becaufe the officer who commanded 
the redoubt had given orders not to fire, or make an alarm 
at the approach of thefe pretended Americans ; this regi- 
ment, however, foon haflened up, and had not the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of Saintonge founded a retreat, the Englifh 
would have been completely furrounded. Several of the 
enemies foldiers were wounded and brought to our hofpi- 
tala, and the men whoa moment before had been cuiting 
each others throats, were now coileé:ed under the fune 
roof, and received, indiferiminately, the fame cave and at- 
tention. And thus it is, that inthe midi of the horrors 
and murders that diftrefs and difgrace our nature, there are 
ftill fome traces left of the once noble and exalied difpo- 
fition of mankind. 

On the fixteenth and feventeeth, our new batteries be- 
gan to play; broke fome pallifaducs, and even made a 
breach in the enemy’s works. ° Lord Cornwallis findin 
himfelf upon the point of being torn and crufhed from e- 
very quarter, now took the defperate refolution of palling 





over in the night to Glocefter, a pofl fill lefs capable of 
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from accomplifhing his purpofe, and on the feventeenth, at 
ten in the morning, he fent a flag to afk aceffation of arms 
for twenty-four hours ; the deputies were reminded of the 


“behaviour of their Generals at Charleflown and Savannah 


in fimilar circumftances, and had their requeft refufed. 
Another flag then came out propofing a furrender, when 
two hours fufpenfion of arms was granted them, whichterm 
was abides prolonged. Lord Cornwallis defired to 
know what terms of capitulation were to be allowed him. 
“ Tuose or Cuartestown,” anfwered General 
Wathington, with {pirit and judgment. | 

By thus recalling a vittory totheir remembrance,in which 
they had manifefted the moft overbearing infolence, he 
taught them to treat the Americans in a different manner, 
for the ume to come, when they fhould happen to fall un- 
der their power. M. le Vicomte de Noailles and Mr. 
Laurens, awAmerican officer of great merit, fon tothatPre- 
fident of Congrefs, who was fo long in the tower of London, 
atted as commiflioners on this occafion. ‘The firft re- 
queft the Englifh deputies made was to know the names of 
our chief Eugineers and officers of artillery’; for they de- 
clared, that it was notin the power of man to point out 
perfons poffefled of greater talents or fkill in their pro- 
fefhon. 

On the eighteenth of O&ober, about noon, the articles 
of Capitulation were figned, and on the nineteenth Lord 
Cornwallis and his army furrendered themfelves prifoners 
of war.

The nineteenth, about four in the afternoon, the Englitfh 
and Heffians filed off, with their colours cafed, betwixt the 
French and American armies, at the head of which were 
General Wafhington and Count Rochambeau: the gar- 
rifon at Glocefter marched out before the troops of M. 
de Choifi. Lord Cornwallis pretended ficknefs, to avoid 
appearing on this occafion, and it was faid, be gave himfelf 
up ae to vexation and defpair : indeed it was no won- 
der, for he now faw the fruit of many years-fuccefs vanifh 
inamoment; the painful, laborious march he had made 
through the defert, Pe peopled region of North-Carolina, 
in order to conquer Virginia, was now entirely lof. An 
army, by whom he was almoit adored, confilling of more 
than feven thoufand choice troops, were obliged to furrender 
theirarms to an enemy as much depifed as hated; twelve 
thoufand mufqueis, more than two hundred picces of iron & 
brafs cannon, and a prodigious quantity of warlike liores were 
now transferred into hands that would inevitably turn them 
to the difadvantage of his country : he moreover faw their 
marine deprived at once of fifteen hundred failors and fixty 
{quare-rigged velfle!s, exclufive of a fhip of forty-four guns 
and two frigates, befides the total lofs of the commercial 
productions of Virginia. | 

The two lines of the combined army were more thana 
mile in length; the Americans were to the night: but the 
difproportion obfervable among them in point of age and 
fize, and the dillimilarity of their drefs, which was alio dir- 
ty and raggnd, fet off the French to great advantage, who, 
notwithltanding fo much fatigue, maintained at all umes an 
erett, foldierly and vigorous air. But we were all fur- 
prifed at the good condition of the Englifh troops, as well 
as their cleanlinefs of drefs; to account for their good ap- 
pearance, Cornwallis had opened all the flores to the foldiers 
before the capitulation took place. Each had on a com- 
plete new fuit, but ail their finery feemed only to humble 
them the more when contrafled with the miferable appear- 
ance of the Americans; thefe haughty Enguflhmen did 
not even dare to look up at their eenquerors: filent apd 
afhamed they one afier another depofited their arms in the 
ftipulated piace, and that they might not fink and die under 
their humiliation, we kept the f{peftators at a confiderable 
diitance. Upon their return, the Englifh: officers had the 
civility to pay a compliment tothe meanelt of the French, 
which they did not deign todo to the Americans of the 
higheft rank.

CONCISE ACCOUNT OF THE IMPROVEMENTS OF 
THE GREEKS, AND OF THE DESTRUCTION OF 
THEIR TRADE, POWER, AND INDEPENDENCE 


T a time when the people of Egypt, and Pheenicia, 
had made a confiderable pregreds in the arts, we find 
the Greeks, by whom many of thofe arts were carried 
to high perfettion, ina flate of the utmoft ignorance and 
barbarifm. Very litle removed from the condition of 
brutes, they fed on the f{pontaneous produtiions of the 
earth; took fhelter in clefis, or caverns; and propagated 
their fpecies by accidental rencounters, It would be an 
ufelefs difplay of ingenuity and learning, to attempt to ex- 
plain and reconcile the obfcure, fabulous, and, in fome’ 
inflances, contradi€tory accounts, which have been handed 
down to us of the perfons who firft attempted to reform and 
inftruétthem. All that we know for certain is, that fuc- 
ceffive wanderers from the civilized parts of Afia Minor, 
and Egypt, fettling inGreece, gradually foftened the fava 
manners of tts vagrant Jawlefs inhabitants, and brought 
them out of their wild retreats, to live in towns and vil- 
lages. 

The progrefs of fociety was, however, very flow: and 
for a long ume, almoft imperceptible among the Greeks. 
Their country being naturally divided into a variety of 
difiritts, by a vaft number of rocks, mountains, feas, and 
rivers, they at firft formed themfelves into feparate ftates, & 
were known to one another but by aéts of rapine and cruel- 


fty. N avigation among them was applied to the purpofes 
| of piracy ; and their {kill in war, to mutual inroads and 


holtilities, This rouzed Amphiéiyon, the great inventor 

of confederate unions, to frame a fyflem of politics, and a 

plan of alliance, for the joint protection of. the feveral in- 

dependent flates of Greece. He pointed out to their re- 

fpective chieftains the dreadful confequences of thofe bar- 

barous animofities, which prevented all commercial inter- 

courfe, rendered property infecure, and left them an eafy 

prey to every invader. By the force of his reafoning, 

and the evidence of his patriotic views, he engaged twelve 
cities toenter into 2 league of mutual defence ; and to form, 

by two delegates from each, anational affembly, where eve. 
ry thing relative tothe general intereft might be difcuffed, 

concerted, and refolved upon. In confequence of this 
inflitution, called*from the name of its founder, the Am- 

phi&yonic council, no meafures could be adopted but what 

were thought equally beneficial to the whole confederacy ; 

& if, through a partial regard to private advantage, any city 

of the league refufed to acquiefce in the decifions of the 
diet, tle reft united to enforce fubmiflion. 

Internal peace being thus eftablifhed, the people began 
to apply with aftonifhing afliduity and eb ay to agricul- 
ture, manufaétures, and all the arts, cither ufeful or orna- 
mental. Inftead of piratical depredations upon their own 
coafts, their {hips were collefted into fleets, that they might 
act in concert,and be able to give one another all poflible fup- 
port & alffillance, either againft a common enemy, or in 
profecution of dangerous voyages. 

The firft attempt towards a regular plan of maritime 
trade, in which all Greece appears to bave been engaged, 
was the expedition of the Argonauts, whofe defign was to 
open the commerce of the Euxine fea, and to fecure’to 
their countrymen the valuable mines of Colchiss | This, in 
the language of fable, was going to fetch the* Golden fleece. 


When we confider the neceffarily t imperfeét ftru€ture. 





* The moft rational eonjeCture refpeéting what gave rife to 
this particular modification of the fable is, fome-water falls, 
in their de{cent from the neghborhood of Mount a eMC Te 
ing over the mines, wafhed down great quantities ot gold-duft 
which the inhabitants contrived to catch, by placing fleeces of 
wool acrofs the channels made in the vale by thefe canals. 

+ “ The Greeks, in the heroic ages were uainted with 
the ufe of iren, the moft ferviceable of all the metals, without 
which no confiderable progrefs was ever made in the mechanical 
arts. Their veflels were of inconfiderable busthen, and moftly 
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and equ'pment of their fleet at this early — and the 
ignorance of their pilots ; we cannot but be aflonifhed at 
their accomplifhing the objeéts of an cs gargs: attended 
with fo much difficulty and danger : and we ceafe to ridi- 
cule the extravagant fi€tions of the ancient poets, who re- 
prefent the flruggles anu exploits of thofe adventurers as 
marvellous and preternatural. 

The planting of colonies was alfo conneéted with the 
main objett which the Argonauts had in view. The advan- 
tages of their enterprize would otherwife be very tnfling 
and temporary ; colonics alone could increafe thofe bene- 
its, and render thes permanent. And here we mutt ob- 
ferve, that the Greeks claun the fole merit of this very 
ereat improvement in the commercial fyftem, I mean the 
ctablifhiay: of foreign feulements, for the extention and 
f-curity ot their trade. For though, as was already hinted, 
contiderable numbers of men ‘had long before gone from 
Egypt and Afia into Greece, they are to be confidered 
rather as emigrants, impelled by curiofity, reftleffnefs, or 
dometlic difcontents, than as regular colonies fent out by 
the mother country, forahe exprefs purpofe of enlarging 
end fecuring her commerce. ‘Lhe Greeks, in like man- 
ner, were the only people who knew how to conciliate the 
eratitude and attachinent of their colonies, without any 
unpolitic clauins to the exercife of the leaft jurifdigtion or 
leyiflative authority over them. ‘They atted as fenfible 
parents do with reipect to their children when grown to 
years of maturity. ‘They contributed to their eftablifh- 
sent ; aforded them the utmolt protection and ailiflance , 
but never annexed to fuch fervices the humiliating condition 
of implied dependence ;_ never extorted any return by the 
legal ftretch of fupenor force. 

Lt does not fall within my plan, to trace any further the 
aftonifhing progrefs of the Greeks in almoft every purfuit 
which can benefit or adern human naiure. The various 
exertions of chi aétive aud {peculative talents, from the 
pcriod I have jull deferived to the commencement of the 
‘eign of Philip of Macedon, conilitute the moft brilliant 
pict of ancient hiilory, and cannot but be known o every 
r, The caufes of their de- 
are not fo univerlally underitood, 

-at leall not fo weil attended to, and may therefore re- 
cuire a miniter inveltigation. 

Phe Greels. foon aker their glorious defeat of the Per- 
fiaa tvrant, having arrived at the futnmit of human excel- 
leuce, delivered from the fear of a foreign enciny, enrich- 
ed by the fpoils of conquelt, and the ilul greater advanta- 
ges of trade, erew haughty from their victories and opu, 
lence, and began to quarrel with one another about frivo- 
fous and ideal diffinctions, ‘That truly patriouc virtue, 
ihat noble difregard of private intereft, that generous con- 
cern for the public welfare, which had been the bafis of 
their confederacy, feemed totally loft, A fpirit of intrigue 
influenced the dec:hons of the Amphictyonic council ; eve- 
ry ilate trove to aggrandize itfelf at the expence of the reft. 
A. prodigious influx of Perfian gold fed their avarice, and 
corrupted taeir integrity. Narrow jealoufies engaged them 
in ruinous wars with one another, till Philip king of Mace- 
don, availing himfclf of their weaknefs, their divifions, and

The fir objet of this crafty, and ambitious monarch’s 

nitention, was to new model his army, and to eftabdith the 
niolt perfert and re rutar difeipline among bis troops, The 
Macedonians had always been celebrated for their bravery ; 
he wifhed io render them invincible by the acquifition of 
funerior {kill, Ta the next place, he made himfelf matter 
of afima!l but valuable tract of land, on the northern fron- 
tiers Of Macedouta, fenous for its goid mines; thefe he 
knew wowd fupply bun with the means of univerfal con- 
quel and corruption. As the Athenians were the only 
people in Greece whom he thought capable of defeating his 
projects, he took care to buy over to his imterefl a confider- 
able party in thetr fate ; and, at the very time that he feem- 
ed eazer toculavate their friendfhin, he augmented his army 
by new levies, with a mew of ferzing thétr colonies in 
‘Ehrace 3 and bu:lt a large fleet of fwift failing veffels to 
annoy thew trade, and fill his own coffers by the capture of 
nich prizes, ‘Vo conceal the real Motives wf fuch conduct. 
the mott confummare dui: valation was neceffary. Act the 
by ad of his arcs, he pretended t) act ony in obedience 
tu the deeree of the Amplictyons, (by whom he hed got 
hinfelf appointed general) to enforce their authority ; and 
his thips, he faid, were bur't folely for the fuppretiton of pi- 
rates, GE whom he underive’ to cieanfe the Egean and Lon- 
tau fzas. 
A few real lovers of their country detected the fallacy 
of Philip's pretenecs ; and expofed his defizns in the clear- 
cit, and mott forcible manner ; but the corrupt, effeminate, 
amt felf-divided Greeks, were ingapable of profitiag by 
tuch admonitions. He had laid his fchemes too deeply ; 
and by bribery, and intrigues, fill more than by fupsvior 
turce, was enabled to defy oppofition. The princi ya! ora- 
tors in moft of the fates, whofe fervices he had bough, 
practifed every art to delude their countrymen ; at one time 
amufing them with the hopes of peace, & at another, ipread- 
ing a general alarm by expenfive eftimates of the war. The 
reliftlefs eloquence of Demotthenes prevailed, indeed, at 
length, agaiult Philip's hirelings ; a rouzed the Thebans 
and Athenians, to makea defperate effort for expiring li- 
berty. It was too late, and of courfe meffectual. The 
battie of Cheronza ferved only to put Philip in more im- 
mediate pofleliion of that uncontronled authority over all 
Greece, which his power and money, favoured by the cor- 
ruption and devencracy.of the Greeks, could not have fail: 
edin a litte time to fecure, 
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without decks. Thefe had only one maft, which they eretted 
ortook downat pleafure. They were ftrangersto the jule of 
anchors ; all their eperations im failing were clumfy end un- 
Skilfsl. Lhey turned their obfervation towards flars, which 
were tuproper tor regulating their courfe, and their mode of 
obdiervingthem, wes inccurate rd fallacious."

INTERESTING DEBATES IN THE BRITISH HOUSE 
OF LORDS, MARCH 6, 

THE Duke of Bedford, purfuant to his notice of lait 
Friday, rofe to move for “ the appeintment ofa Select Com- 
mitte, to enquire into the caules which had produced the 
order of council of the 26th of Februasy.”” He prefaced 


it by afhort but very pertinent fpeech. He depicted'the 
very great importance of the queftion, and the abfolute 
necellity ofa full and fair enquiry into the caufes of the 
national diftreffes, as well to fatisfy the public mind, as to 
probe the fore to the bottom. He was averfe to the ap- 
pointment of a Secret Comunitee, and alfo againft the 
mode of chufing by ballot; he likewife difapproved of a 
committee of the whole houfe; but with a view to expedition, 
as well as to the feveral other defirable ends on the occafion, 
he thought a Select Committee of their Lordfhips, chofen 
openty, would be the beft for the purpofe. 

Lord Grenville replied to the arguments of the noble 
Duke with great ability and effect—He had no objeétion 
to the propofed enquiry ; but.was decidedly of opinion 
that, every delirable purpofe would be infinitely better 
attained by the adoption of a fecret committee ; however, 
he was confident that the refult of the ftricteft inquiry 
would evince, that the affairs ofthe corporation fo fre- 
quently alluded to, were upon the whole in an affluent 
flate— That the refources of the country were unimpaired, 
although the effeéts of a temporary preilure might be 
an ; and that they-would, be found to be ultmately 
in a thriving and profperous condition, and equal to the 
maintenance of public and commercial credit; and laftly, 
that the embarra!!ments adverted to, did not refult from 
the miscondutt» of minifters.—Lord Grenville concluded 
by moving to amend the Duke of Bedford's motion, by 
inferting the word “ fecret,”’ ix the room of the word 
“¢ feledt.” 

The Duke of Norfolk {poke in favour of the mode of 
enquiry recOmmended by his noble friend, and againft the 
amendment of Lord Grenville. 

Lord Grenville {poke in explanation. 

The Earl of Guildford {poke at fome length, and with 
adegree of warmth, in fupport of the Duke of Bedford's 
mouon. 

Lord Grenville then moved, that the committee fhould 

¢ anpounted by ballot. 

‘Lie Duke of Bedford faid, this motion was one to which, 
upon no principle, he could give his affent. The object, 
or at leait the apparent objeét of the committec, was to af- 
certain what were the caufes which had led the country to 
the verge, ifnot into Ue very gulph of rvin—But were 
their Lordfhips fo infatuated as to fuppofe, that a committee 
fo appointed would have the e!feét of fatisfying the public 
upon this momentous queltion ? Ee did not knew whe- 
ther committees were always appointed by our anceitors by 
ballot ; but ifthey were, he fuppofed they were not con- 
dugied in the manner they were at this day. He felt he 
was {peaking upona very delicate fubjeft ; but he would 
endeavor not to infringe the orders of the houfe, yet at the 
fame time he would {peak plainly. Did their Lordthips 
fuppofe that the pegple would be fatisfied by the report 
upon the conduct of adminiftration, which report was 
made by a commuttec, of which three of the members were 
Cabinet Miniffers 2? Would any body believe the deci- 
fion of the party accufed, bearing teltimony to their own 
innocence? As to the other noble Lords that were upon 
the committee, he begued to day, that whatever obfervati- 
ons he mi yht- make “pon the appointment, he meant rething 
againfi them individuaily—He fhould not, however, be 
contraticted when he allerted, that thofe noble Lords had, 
for a feries of years, placed the greateft confidence m ad- 
miniftration ; he would not now argue whether that con- 
fidence was well or ill founded, but merely flate the fact. 
Here, then, was a queftion of the highelt importance, and 
in which bis majelly’s miniflers were in the highilt degree 
implicated, referred to the confideration of three of thofe 
very miniflers, and of other noble Lords who had given 
them the mo! uniform {upport. Could minifters [lattes 
themfelves, that the acquittal of a committee, fo contlituted, 
would clew the conduct of adminiltration in the eyes of 
the public? Ifthe object of minifters was really to inve- 
fligate this bufinefs fairly, it would be mach better to have 
a committee of perfons who were generally hoftile to ad- 
niniftration, than of thofe who uniformly fupported them. 
A noble lord had faid, the other evening, that he did not 
know who was on the committee ; but if he begged their 
Lordthips to look into the glaffes, it would have been as 
well, he chonght, if the lifts had not all been in the fame 
hand writing. Upon thefe grounds, his grace oppofed 
the motion Soe the appointment of acommittee by bailot. 

Lord Fauconberg faid, that he had now fat above 20 
ycars in parliament, and never had fuch an attack been 
made upon him asthe prefent. He had not the leaft hefi- 
tation to avow thai he put one of thefe Lifts of Peers into 
the glaffes, and in doing fo he conceived he had ated ju- 
croully and properly. With the fame freedom he would 
admit, that he did place the greateft confidence in his ma- 
jelty’s minifters ; and he had no reafon to {uppofe that 
confidence ill-placed. ‘That the frtuation of the country 
was not fuch as could be wifhed, he would allow; but he 
was fure it was the firft objectof miniflers to extricate it, 
and he hoped and believed they would fucceed, But if 
noble lords came down to that houfe, day after day, and 
endeavoured to perfuade the people they were ruined—if 
they ftated grewances that did not exift, and magnified 
thofe that did, they certainly were doing ferious injury to 
the country.—He begyed the noble duke to confides, bve- 
fore it was too late, and not unneceffarily to make the 
people difcontented, by fuch arguments as thefe.—Could 
any man have more intereft im the faivation and profpericy 
of the country than miniflers ? Were they not bound by 
every tie, both as public men and individuals, to fave 
their country? He was flire that objett occupied their 
thoughts, day ‘tnd night; 2th he lamented that ee were 


| drawn away from more important occupations, by hileaung 
4 


to fuch arguments as had been offered this night. Huis 
lord{hip faid, thefe were the orinciples that governed his 
parliamentary condutt, and he begged thar their lordilsps 
would afl cordially unite their efforts for the prefervation 
of the country, and ifthey did, he fhould not defpau of 
their fuecefs. 

/ The Earl of Guilford faid that the noble duke had, im 
the moft diftinct manner, difclaimed the inteniion of mae 
king any individual attack upon the noble lords who com 
pofed the committee: he had only contended againfi the 
mode by which they had been appointed, and had fated 
the effect which therr report muft have. ‘The country was 
reduced toa molt calamitous flare, and charges lk been 
brought againit minillers, not formally, but in debare. as 
the auchors of the diftrefS of the country,and now than the 
committee of enquiry was to be appointed by which ther 
conduct was in fome degree to be enquired into, it wes to 
contilt of three minittcrs, and other noble lords. fiends of 
miniiters—W hat confidence could be placed in fueh ga re- 
port ? what confidence could be placed in the opinion of 
the lord Prefxient—upon the condutt of the fecretary of 
{tac ? Indeed the noble fecretary himfelf feemed t& feel 
the nnprepriety of appointing the committtce in fech a 
manner, for he had fkated, that the objett of the committee 
Was not to enquire into the conduct of miniftry, bit smto 
the flate of the bank. If they withed to have the fatr re. 
fult of this inveltigation, they would not confide it cutinely 
to theinfelves and their friends. 

Lord Grenville replied to the noble lord. , Hc hadmot 
yet heard any argument flated againit the appo;ntment of a 
cominittee by ballot, which could have any effe€t upom the 
houfe. The noble duke feemed to entertain rather {f 
ideas of a fatr inveftigation, when he fuppofed that the way 
to have a fair report upon the conducr of adminitiramen, 
was, that the enquiry fhould be made by 15 noble bonds, 
who were uniformly hoftile to mimiters. Indeed, if there 
was no other argument againff that propofal, he believed dhe 
difficulty in finding fifteen Peers in that houfe, who emter- 
tained thofe fentiments of miniffers, muft preyent the expe- 
dient. ‘Lhe noble ford had flated, that this country was 
redaced to a flate of the utmoft diitrefs by the mifcom- 
duét of miniffers ; and every misfortune thas occurred was 
without hefitation, attributed to them. 

It would, however, be but fair for thefe noble lords to ac- 
knowledge, that minifters had to condutt a conteft toeally 
unparalelled im the annals of civilized fociety—that 
} were endavouring to defend the country from the moft dread- 
ful evils that could threaten any civilized flate. They had 
alrerady fucceeded in defending the country from thofe 
eviis to which fome of the countries in Europe were now a 
prey, and which threatened them all. The miniflers bad 
already preferved the ftate, and he hoped they would be 
able to fteer it through all its difficulties, His i 
called upon the houfe to confider the important objetts that 
were at flake: and that, whenever any reverfe of fortume 
happened they wou!d before they imputed it to the mifcom- 
duct of minifters, confider the difficulties they had to en- 
counter, and the nature of the conteft they had to fight. 

Lord Darnley faid a few words. 

Tke Duke of Bedford made a fhoxt reply.

The Duke of Norfolk faid, that in order to afcertaua 
how far minifters had contributed to the prefent fituation of

PROCLAMATION, 

The law of the national convention, relating to banifh- 
ment, forbids refractory prief!s entering the territory of 
the republic, but not from yemaining im countries conquer- 
ed by the French armies. ‘The law leaves it open to the 
French Government to adopt fuch meafures on this fub- 
jeét as circumflances may require. 

The commander in chief, fatisfied with the condu& of 
the refra€tory pricis who have taken refuge in Italy, 
decrees : 

I, The refra€tory priefls are permitted to remain in the 
eftates of the Pope conquered by the French army. 

IT, All perfons belonging to the army, the inhabitants, 
the priefts, and religious perfons of the country, are for- 
bidden, under very fevere penaltics, to moleft in any man- 
ner what foever the reftabiory pricfts, 

III. The refratiory prictts fliall be boarded in the feve- 
ral convents, where the fuperiorsfhould be bound to allow 
them lodging, food, candles, and firing. 

IV. The fuperiors fhall allow the refraétory priefts 15 
livres per month, for their dee{s and maintenance, in addi- 
tion to which, the refractory priefls are to compute the pro- 
fits arifing from their mafles, 

V. The fuperior of every convent fhall give in to the 
commander in chiefof the place, an account of the name, 
age, and country ef the refrattory priefls boarded in his 
convent. Thefe pricfls fhall take the oath of obedience to 
the French republic, before the commander of the place. 

VI. The central adminiftrations, the muni¢ipality, the 
generals commanding the different divifions, and the com- 
manders of places, are charged to take notice of the exe- 
cution of the prefent order. 

VII. The commander in chief will find pleafure in 
witnefling every effort of the Bifhops, or other charitable 








riefls, to ameliorate the lot of their banifhed brethren.

Reports from the Welt-Indies fev, that the Negroes 
have deftroyed the Town of Acx-Cayes, and maffacred 
all the white inhabitants. 

On the 1gth of March the Vengeur Cutter, belonging 
to Captain Barney, was {poke with near the Windward 
Iflands. She had taken 43 prizes during her cruife. 

Wiliam Vans Murray is appointed Minifter Plenipo- 
tentiary from the United States io the Batavian Republic. 
He failed from Pinladeiphia on the gth inft. 

Letters from Lifhon flate, that in the late engagement 
between Sir Fohn Fervis's fgvadron and the Spaniards, 
only a part of the latter could be brought into aétion a- 
ganfl the whole force of the Englifh: And that the next 
day,the Spaniards, as mentioned tn onr lajt, took ten flips 
of Britejk merchantimen, from the Streights. 

A letter appears in the London papers from Commo- 
dore Nelfon, of the Englifh Mediterranean fleet, giving 
an account of an engagement between a fhip of his fqua- 
dron, the Minerve, witha Spanifh frigate, La Sabina, of 
40 guns, and 286 men. The Spaniard, after lofing his 
mails, and having 164 men killed and wounded, flruck his 
colours.—The Englith frigate had 7 killed, and 49 woun- 
ded, her mafts fhot through, and her rigging much dama- 
ged. The Sabina was then taken in i the Minvere, 
and foon after a Spanifh frigate heaving in fight and en- 
gaging her, the prize was call off. Afier a warm engage- 
ment of near two hours, the Spaniard wore and. hauled oif ; 
At the fame time two Spanifh fhips of the line bore down 
on the Minerve, with two frigates, and retook she Sabina, 
the Minerve having previoul'y fheered off and made her 
efeape.-—The next day the Minerve took, near the iflaad 
of Sardinia, a French privaicer of 6 guus and 68 men.

* Since writing you this morning, a veffel has arrived 
here, which left Lifbon the 1ftof March, The capsain 
zives a confirmation of the furrender of Mantua, on the 
2d February. 

* He alfo fays, thai thie day before he lefi Lifhon, admi- 
ral Jarvis came in wich his fleet of thirteen fail of the line, 
(rat had been out on aernife; daring which he fell in with 
a fleet of twenty-three fail of Spanith fhips of the line;

3 three-deckers, and fix two-deckers ; thefe he oppofed 
with his whole fleet of fix three-deckers and feven two- 
deckers ; the remainder of the Spaniards could not get up 
to join in the action :—-Confequenily, Jarvis captured, and 
carried into Lifbon, one of the Spanifh three-deckers, and 
three two-deckers, with one of their Admirals, who loil his 
legs in the action, and died at Lifbon. 

© The Spanifh fhips, and one of the Englifh three-deck- 
ers came in under jury-matis. The remaining part of the 
Spanith fleet made every effort to bring Jarvis to attion a- 
gain. This attion was 10 leagues W. of Cape St. Vin- 
cent. The day afier the attion, the Spaniards captured 8 
or 10 fail of the Englifh Mediterranean merchant flips.” 

A lett er from London by a Tate arrivals fays, that it 
would notbe furpizing if achange of the miniftry fhould be 
the confequence of the prefent pofition of public affairs, and 
that Mr. Pitt fhould be fucceeded in office by Mr. Fox. 
The letter adds, “* I leave you to judge whether the latter 
event, ora fuccefsful French invafton would be the moft 
fortunate for this country.” ;

“The exclufton of England from the Mediterranean 
ports, the prefent incapacity of France to profecute com- 
merce, the indolence of Spain, and the influence of the 
war on the Italian ftates furnifh an poo oa for the ex- 
tenfion of our navigation that ought not to be neglefted. 
If we once introduce ourfelves, we fhall never again lofe 
our hold. This trade is important to the fouthern as well as 
the northern ftates, and it is incredible what freights might 
now be made by our people, were our colours free in the 
Mediterranean. / 

* I am informed, from very good authority, that both 
Genera! Sir <0 Abercrombie and Governor Simcoe, 
before they failed for the Weft-Indies, vifited our minifter, 
Mr. King, and affured him of their difpofition by every 
means in their power to relieve the Americans and. their 
trade in the Welt-Indics from the embarraf{ments to. which 
they have been expofed by the wregularity of fome Britith 
privateers. Both thofe officers treated that fubje€t; as well 
as our complaints refpetting fearches of American _veffels 
for Britifh feamen, in a very proper manner: General 
Abercombie had been witnels to thefe irregularities and 
lamented them: he will, [ am convinced, do whatever shall 
be in his power to remedy them in future. I am much 
pleafed with the manner in which he is reprefented to have 
fpoken, in the prefence of many of his countrymen, re- 
{pe€ting our Prefident Wasuincton, whom he expreff- 
ed a great defire to fee, adding that he confidered him tobe 
the greatefl and moft perfeét charatterof any man_ living. 
General Simcoe, who is appointed Governor of St. Do- 
mingo, for the pape of preventing the extenfion of the 
principles taught there tothe Englifh neighbouring iflands, 
has given affurances that he would immediately after his 
arrival confer with the admiral, and endavor to prevent the 
injuries of which we have complained.” 

Extraét of a letter from London, Februarv 28. 

“ The laft week three French frigates and a lugger lan- 
ded on the coalt of Wales 1200 men who are all taken pri- 
foners by the inhabitants. They know net here what 
could have induced them toaét fo, and various conjeétures 
are formed on the fubje&t. Yelterdiy morning the bank 
flopped payment; there has been a great demand on it 
lately for {pecie on account of the alarm of the inhabitants 
who preferred cafh to paper, and then feeing thatall their 
fpecie would not be able to pay their bills, wifely decreed 
to flop payment immediately. ‘This was felt like a fhock 
of eleétricity through every department of trade. The 
probable confequence is, that they will make the paper a le- 
gal tender as the only means'leftto fave the government. 

The Emperor has notified his determination not to make a 
feparate peace with France. 

A Bruffel account fays, the French, in confequence of the 
drafts from the Auftrian army for Italy, will commence active 
Operations and again penetrate into the heart of Germany. 

Great ferments in Holland and Belgiufh, = - 

Preparations are making tor renewing hoftilities upon the 
Rhine with great vigor. The Archduke Charles has convoked 
the States of interior Auitria, in order to induce the inhabitants 
to rifeen maffe. 

* A motion has paffed the Houfe of Peers, to appoint a fecret 
committee to inquire into the caufes which had produced the 
order of Council of Feb. 29, for topping the further iffuing of 
fpecie from the bank of England. It is alfo ordered that an 
account be laid’ before the houfe of all the cafh advanced by the 
bank to the Lords of the Treafury, fince the 12th of July lat. 

It is mentioned in a London paper, that previous to the 
furrender of Mantua, the garrifon ha fealtowp at leaft five 
thouland horfes. A _horfe, a little before the fdrrender of old 
Troy, received (according to Virgil) 5, or 6000 men into its 
belly. In modern Mantua, the cafe appears to have been 
fomewhat revered.

HISTORICAL ANECDOTES. 


| ‘HE battle of Crefly, in France, was fought on the 
eGthof Auguft, 1346. Under Philip there were 
120,000, and under Edward only 90.000. His fon, 
the Biack Prince, wasthen-about 16 ycars of age. Ed- 
ward laid fiege to Calais during the whole year 1347. 
The obftinate defence of the city fo provoked him, that 
itwas withthe utmoll difficulty he could be prevailed up- 
on to accept their fubmiflion, nor could he be perfuaded 
at laft to {pare the lives of the citizens, except on condi- 
tion that fix of the principal people fhould be delivered xp 
to him, to be difpofed of as he thought proper ; and he 
had already given orders that they fhould be led into his 
camp, bare-headed, with ropes about their necks, as crim- 
inals for inflant death.-The queftion now was, who 
fhould be the vittims to be offered up for the fafety of the 
reil ?—In this dreadful dilemma, one of. the citizens’ na- 
med Euftace de St. Pierre. walked forward, and offered 
to undergo any torture which might be the means of affor- 
ding fafety to his fellow citizens. Five more foon fol- 
lowed his example ; and Euftace, with his companions, 
marching in the manner above defcribed, laid the keys of 
the city at Edward’s feet. No fubmiffions, however, 
could mollify the incenfed monarch : and they would in 
2il probability have been put todeath, bad not the queen, 
touched with the generofity of their behaviour, interceded 
in their behalf, and with fome difficulty obtained their 


pardon, 





OF TNE LATE QUEEN OF FRANCE, 
BOUT 1779 her majefly had frequent balls at court 
\ but fhe was fo faltidious re{petting the dancers, that 
they were bat thinly attended. —The balls were accompa- 
nivd wih every extwavagauce of drefs, and every {pecies 
of enormous gaming. Tler majelly joined the dances 
with an ardour and tafte which would have been appropri- 
ate in anopera dancer. She inventeda particular drefs 
tor this brilltant art ; this art, which expofes with fuch 
grace the animated limbs, and breathes a contagion of vo- 
luptuoulnets. ‘Thefe habits were in the Spanith fafhion, 
and of tae moll {plendid kind. None of them coft lels 
than fix thoufand livres, and the dancers confifled of the 
lords and ladies of the court. The duke of Chartres gave 
two bails at the palace royal, at which her majefly was pre- 
fent. The money loft ai thefe two balls amounted +o one 
million eight hundred thoufand livres. It foon became 
neceffary to clofe thefe balls; the exceflive fatigue which 
they had occafioned toher majeity, endangered her health, 
* When the colonels were preparing to~jom their regi- 
ments, the queen, who regretted the departure of this num- 
ber of elegant young mtn who had become neceffary 
co the pleafures of the court, prefented to the king a lift 
of ali hofe the wifhed to keep near her, and for whom 
fhe, therefore, folicited leave of abfence from their regi- 
ments. The king inftead of reading the note, tore it be- 
fore her majefly’s face, declaring that he thould be very 
forry to know the name of thofe ef his officers, who pre- 
ferred fo frivolous an amufement to their duties and their 
glory. 
Her majefly introduced a tafe for aSingat eourt. The 
queen did not act well; noone bat the king dared to hint

this; but the loud applaufe from every part of the fyco- 
phant theatre perpetuated the pleafing illufion, and her 
paflion for the ftage. : : 
"The ladies of the court weredelighted with this tafte of 
their miftrefs, becaufe it led to great fplendour of drefs, 
and to certain falaries and prefents, with which they were 
gratified. Bidy 

During her Mayzsty’s lying-in (1778) fhe unfortu- 
nately introduced a moft violent rage for gaming. Play 
rdhe foligh; that they had a new mode of managing their 
accounts, It was impollible for a perfon to bring four or 
five thoufand Louis in gold. Boxes were contrived, 
which were filled with pieces of mether of pearl, engra- 
ved with their name, and on the other fide the fums for 
which they were meant to pafs. M. ve VauPaLtti- 
ERE, having defired his lady to arrange fome pieces for 
this purpofe, fhe ingenioufly had her portrait, with thofe 
of her twochildren engraved on them, with thefe words, 
« Remember us.” When this gentleman opened his box 
at the table, it occafioned a momentary furprize: he ap- 
plauded the invention ;—laughed, played, and was ruin- 


ed.
